Pfovince  Confronted  With  New 
and  Unique  Set  of  Conditions 
as  a  Result  of  Railway  De- 

1  velopment. 


"To  Hum  up  my  Impressions  of  that 
flection  of  Central  Britlaii  Columbia 
traversed  by  tlie  Grand  Trunin  Pacific 
ILallway,  which  It  has  just  been  my 
jTlvilege  to  Inspect,  In  company  with 
my  colleague,  Hon.  W.  R.  Ross,  I  may 
cay  that  my  convictions  as  lo  the 
great  destiny  of  this  Province  are  im- 
measurably strengthened,  as  is  also  my 
belief  that  a  new  situation  has  arisen, 
■with  new  problems  for  the  attention  of 
the  Government." 

This  view ,  was  expressed  by  Hon. 
"W.  J.  Bowser  to  Tlie  Colonist  yesterday 
on  Ills  return  from  his  two  weeks'  tqiir 
.  of  that  portion  of  the  Province  whfeh 
lies  between  the  Alberta  boundary  at 
Tellowhead'  Pass  and  Prince  Rupert. 
The  Attorney-General  enjoyed  the  trip 
Immensely,  aside;  altogether  from  more 
aerious  matters  which  engaged  his  at- 
tention. Meetings  were  held  at  AIc- 
Bride,  Prince  George  (which  includes 
the  other  Georges),  Kort  I'^raser, 
Smithers  and  Prlnde  Rupert. 

Trip  Very  >aea«safal 

"We  had  a  very  successful  trip,"  said 
Wr.  Bpwser.  "The  possibilities  for  de- 
velopment In  that  section  of  BrlUsh 
Columbia  proved  a  revelation  to  me. 
Coming  in  personal  contact,  as  we  did, 
wltli  the  settlers  who  are  doing  the 
pioneer  work  In  that  great  area,  we 
accured  first-hand  knowledge  of  tlio 
needs  and  refiulrement«  or  the  country, 
which   will   prove  Invaluable. 

"It  has  been  brought  liume  to  us,  as 
Aletr.bers  of  the  Government,  that, 
witii  the  construction  of  rallway.s 
through  tills  virgin  area,  new  and  very 
largo  problems  present  themselves  for 
consideration.  Take,  for  instance,  the 
matter'  of  roads  and  trails.  These  ate 
absolutely  vital  ^o  the  settler.  Yet 
very  largely  along  llie  country  ti'a- 
versed  by  the  new  lines  of  railway 
there  are  too  few  of  tlicBe. 

rM«d   With   ar«w   ConAltloas 

"The  Government,  as  a  result  of  {.he 
fruition  of  the  railway  building  pro- 
srramme  which  has  been  In  progress  in 
this  Province  for  the  pa."iit  half-dozen 
years.  Is  face  to  face  with  a  now  and 
unique  set  of  conditions.  Great  areas 
of  land,  splendidly  adapted  for  settle- 
ment, have  been  made  accessible;  and 
already  the  first  of  the  large  army  of 
liomesoelcers  have  establl.shed  them- 
selves. They  suffer  a  great  disability 
through  the  absence  of  many  facilities 
which  arc  to  be  fotmd  in  the  older  sect- 
tlons  of  the  Province,  but  chief  nmongst 
their  needs  are  roads  and  trails.  As  a 
result  of  my  personal  cjjservalion  along 
the  route  traveled,  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  saying  that  I  am  in  thorougli  accord 
with  these  pioneers  wlio  are  urging  the 
Oovernnient  to  attend  to  tlitir  needs  in 
this  particular,  and  it  will  Ijo  my  aim 
to  impri;.s.><  upon  my  colleagues  the  al)- 
eolute  necessity  of  considering  at  the 
earliest  moment  ways  and  means  to 
rttnove  thla  disability. 

Sevalopiay  »a  Xmplre 

"The  trip  brought  very  forcibly  homo 
to  me  a  fact  which  we  aro  too  often 
prone  to  forget,  namely,  that  the  pcoplo 
of  this  l*rovlnce  are  attempting  some- 
thing never  before  attempted  by  the 
I»«ople  of  any  ether  /country  In  the 
world,  numerical  strength  of  population 
conaldercd.  Just  think  of  11!  Here  we 
are,  a  people  numbering  lesa  than  500,- 
000,  settlnir  ourselves  to  the  task  of  de- 
veloping an  empire.  That  task  has 
-ii«Ter  before  been  «et  any  similar  num- 
ber of  people.  Germany,  for  instance, 
has  a  population ^t)!"  over  60,000,000  of 
peopte.  Yet  he  could  set  the  whole  of 
Oermany  in  one  corner  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. 

"The  railways  wlikli  we  have  been 
building  across  the  face  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, while  they  will  serve  in  a  mag- 
nificent manner  to  bring  about  that  de- 
velopment of  our  resources  which  is  so 
essential  to  ilie  well-being  of  the  coun- 
try, have  really,  as  a  first  effect,  only 
1l«pved  to  disclose  how  great  are  the 
iltroblems  which  the  Government  of  this 
Province  must  now  face  In  providing 
aior^  and  more  aids  to  settlement.

"It  may  be  affirmed  with  roa-sonable 
accuracy  that  the  comiJiction  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacltic  renders  available 
for  agricultural  and  general  (levcloi'- 
ment  as  large  an  area  of  land  in  Ihii? 
Province  as  that  already  available  prior 
to  the  bulidinK  of  that  line,  and  that 
when  the  Pacilic  Great  Kaslcrn  and 
Oana<llaii  Northern  I'acllUr  liallway-s 
have  been  completed  tlie  entire  area  of 
new  land  openo'd  up  will  !(»•  very  mucli 
greater.  To  put  it  anotiicr  way — as  a 
re.'fult  of  railway  construction  there  will 
very  shortly  be  opened  to  settlement  an 
area  twice  as  largo  as  has  heretofore 
been   available."' 

This  statement  was  made  to  The  Coi- 
onl.st  by  the  Hon.  William  R.  Ross.  Min- 
ister of  Land.s,  who  accompanied  tlie 
Hon.  W.  .T.  liow.ser.  Attorney-General, 
on  a  tour  acros.s  "Xcw  British  Cohtm- 
bia."  The  MinlstVrs  returned  yesterday 
to  Victoria  as  pa.sseugcrs  on  the  steam- 
er Prince  George. 

Mr.  Ross  la  enthusiastic  regarding 
the  great  development  that  has  taken 
place  In  the  North  and  concerning  the 
tromendovis  possibilities  of  the  country 
opened  up  by  the  new  railroads.  Half 
a  dozen  years  ago  this  great  inltind  em- 
pire, which  is  advanciJig  so  rapidly  to- 
day. wn.s  the  wandering  ground  of  the 
trapper  and  i^ospector;  the  pack  horso 
and  canoe  provided  transportatlbn  for 
tlie  tiiln  trickle  of  trade  that  penetrated 
tlu!  nortliern  wilderness.  The  Cariboo 
KoHd  was  practically  the  only  artery  of 
travel  into  the  central  jiimI  nortliern 
part  of  the  Province.  A  year  ago 
freight  was  hauled  by  wagons  with 
four  or  live  teams  over  the  Cariboo 
Road  at  a  cost  of  six  cents  a  pound  at 
least,  or  drifted  down  the  auuth  fork  of 
the  Fraaer"  in  scowa;  today  the  rail- 
road provides  cheap,  cfHcient  and  quick 
transportation  through  the  northern 
valleys,  and  the  Canadian  Northern  Pa- 
cific and  Pacific  Great  Kastem  Railroads 
are  being  hurried  to  completion  to  pro- 
vide new  routes,  which  will  also  have 
their  effect  upon  the  development' of  the 
Northern  Interior. 

XaUroad   Ooaatruotlon 

Few  people  realize  the  amount  of 
new  railroad  construction.  Tho  new  ^ 
roads  which  have  Just  been  completed 
or  are  under  construction  or  contract 
today  total  Just  twice  as  much  as  the 
railroads  heretofore  existing  in  British 
Columbia.     Continuing,    Mr.    Ross    said. 

"We  left  Victoria  on  July  4  and  at  Ed- 
monton boarded  a  special  train  for  the 
journey  over  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
road.  '  After  traveling  through  Mount 
Robson  Park  from  the  Yellowhead  Pass, 
through  Tete  Jaune  Cache,  near  which 
the  Canadian  Northerh  Pacific  turns 
southward  towards  the  North  Tliomp- 
Bon  Valley,  we  reached  McBHde  on 
July  6. 

"McBrlde  Is  but  a  yea,r  old,  luit  it  is 
a  busy  town.  An  Idea  of  the  importance 
with  which  the  railroad  ofTlclals  have 
vested  this  divisional  point  is  given  by 
the  slae  of  the  freight  yards — over  eight 
mfles  of  sidings  have  already  been  laid 
— and  the  round  houses,  car  shops,'  etc. 
They  are  the  largest  on  the"  road  West  of 
Winhipieg.  A  year  ago  all  that  stood, 
where  the  City  of  McBrtde  Is  today  was 
a  little  log  liut  sc.arcely,  bigger  th^n  a 
trapper's  «ache.

OTTAWA,  July  IC— The  trust  deed 
pjovlding  for  the  guarantee  of  bonds  of 
the  C.  N.  R.  Co.  to  the  extent  of  $4.=i.- 
000,000  was  ratified  by  the  Cabinet  this 
afternoon  and  signed  by  the  Govern- 
ment. The  National  Trust  ComT:iany.  of 
Toronto,  and  the  Britii<h  Kmplre  Trust 
Company,  of  London.  Eng.,  were  ap- 
pointed  tnistee.s.  In  addition,  the 
agreements  between  the  C.  N.  R.  Co. 
and  the  subsidiary  companies  with  the 
Government  were  signed,  and  $10,000,- 
000  or  the  stock,  whlrli  comprJs<'.s  two- 
fifths  of  the  capltaliKation  under  the 
new  arrangement,  was  assigned  to  tho 
Governniont,  and  tonight  rests  in  the 
treasury  of   the  i:>omlnion  of  Canada. 

The  new  trust  deed  is  a  most  vohini- 
inous  document.  It  was  prepared  with 
the.  greatest  care  by  Mr.  Travers  I^cwls, 
of  Ottawa,  and  Mr.  .Tanie.s  BIcknell,  of 
Toronto,  and  has  been  oarefully  gone 
over  and  revised  by  Sir  Robert  Borden, 
Hon.  W.  T.  White  and  Hon.  Arthur 
Meighen,  every  possible  care  havilng 
been  taken  to  protect  the  countrj-  in 
the  agreement  with   the  C.  N.   R. 

An  important  feature  of  the  trust 
deed  Is  the  provision  which  Is  made  tQ 
prevent  an  increase  of  capitalization  of 
the  subsidiary  companies.  This  was 
one  of  the  strongest  criticisms  of  the 
opponents  of  the  hill.  They  claimed 
that  while  the  stock  of  the  parent  com- 
pany was  set  at  $100,000,000,  there  was 
nothing,  to  prevent  an  Increase  In  ca- 
pitalization of  the  siib.sldlarj-  companies, 
or  this  stock  getting  into  out.sido  hands. 
Not  only  does  tho  trust  deed  provide 
that  there  shall  be  no  increase  of  ca- 
plfillzntion  of  sul)sidiary  companies,  lout 
It  provides  that  stock  shall  remain  In 
the  present  hands.  The  trust  deed 
p!accs  In  the  hands  cf  the  governor-in- 
oounctl,  which  nieai\H  tlif  Cabinet,  full 
control  of  sale,  and  the  soiling  price  of 
bonds,  etc.  Provision  is  also  made,  for 
tho  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  road,  if  It 
should  ever  be  found  advisable.  Tliere 
Is  also  a  provLsion  for '  the  raising  of 
money  for  the  developm'cnt  of  ter- 
minals. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  features  of 
the  trust  deed,  and  It  may  be  said,  con- 
fidently, that,  as  in  .the  original  agree- 
ment the  Governme^nt  drove  an  extraor- 
dlnarlly  hard  bargain,  so  In  drafting 
the  trust  deed  every  pogslble  protection 
has  been  secured  the  public,  and  the 
deed  contains  provisions  which  meet 
practically  every  criticism  leveled 
against  the  agreement  during  the  de- 
bate In   the   House. 

With  the  trust  deed  executed,  the 
comi»any  is  now  In  a  position  to  float 
the  bonds  guaranteed  by  the  Govern- 
ment, according  to  the  agreement  last 
session,  and  to  thereby  raise  money  for 
the  completion  of  the  transcontinental 
system.

"There  are  a  number  of  towns  which 
have  been  started  following  upon  rail- 
road construction  between  Hazelton  and 
Prince  Itupert.  Skeena  Cros«lng,  Ter- 
race and  others,  and  more  will  doubt- 
less come  Into  being.  Prince  nupert 
Was    reached    on    Julj'    11. 

Prince  Baport 

"It  is  not  more  than  half  a  dozen 
>ears  since  the  unbroken  forest  stood 
where  this  city — a  city  that  will  vie 
In  appearance  today  with  many  of  tho 
older  ones,  and  holds  so  much  promise 
—elands  today.  The  magnitude  of  the 
dfvclopment  that  will  ensue  from  the 
bulldiuK  of  a  great  city  hero  Is  hard 
to  overestimate.  Steel  will  meet  keel 
here.  On  the  great  areii  of  railroad 
yards,  stretched  for  miles  beyond  the 
docks,  cargoes  will  be  assembled  from 
afar  In  new  Uritish  Columbia  and  be- 
yond; the  flshin*r  fleets  will  bring  their 
catches  from  the  vast  banks  close  to 
the  harbor  mouth,  and  before  long, 
after  the  railroad  begins  its  ocean  to 
ocean  service  this  Autumn,  there  will 
lie  a  vast  business  done  at  Prince 
Uupert.  It  will  supply  food  fish  over 
the  railroad,  and  will  afford  a  great 
market  for  the  produce  raised  on  the 
great  stretch  of  arable  land  yet  to  be 
developed  In  thlB  belt  contiguous  to  the 
railroad. 

'As  is  generaly  known  the  Govern- 
ment has  always  realized  tlyu  the 
basic  factors  of  land  settlement  and 
development  in  view  of  the  topog^phlc 
features  of  British  Columbia  are  the 
provision  of  facilities  for  traneporta- 
tion  and  surveys  In  advance  of  Mettle- 
men  t.  The  surveys  made  laat  year  for 
pre-emption  totaIe<l  1,700,000  acres, 
bringing  the  grand  total  to  21,000,000 
acrea,  two- thirds  of  the  total  area 
under  cultivation  today  In  the  DOmln- 
ion.  Tho  railway  transportation  '  and 
roadways  provided,  with  tVe  aurveya, 
has  allowed  of  much  development  thttt 
h««  already  takerr  place  In  thlni  belt 
of  "New  British  Columbia/'  through 
"which  we  have  tfaveled.  atwl  it  ha* 
paved  the  way  for  etlll  gFreafer  dev«l- 
opment.  Tho»»e  who  'wltrir^ssed  the  gfeat 
advance  In  ttele  N<M-th«rH  '  couhtdy,  > 
which  but  a  few  yearn  ago  wair'prae-' 
tloally  an  empty  wlldernrsn,  given  over;

"This,  1  may  .say,  has  been  the  out- 
standing ritvelatioii  of  our  tour — that  avo 
have  liad  demonstrated  to  us  anew-  how 
great  Is  our  Province  and  how  great 
must  be  the  courage  and  intelligence 
applied  to  the  solution  of  those  largo 
problems  which  present  themselves  as 
the  result  of  opvuiing  the  door.'s  of  new 
territory   to   settlement. 

"While  our  tour  had  not  tho  slightest 
poll  Ileal  «ignificanee,  we  were  extreme- 
ly gratified  at  the  many  expressions  of 
apprttval  wiilch  we  heard  on  every  hand 
of  the  record  of  tho  present  Provincial 
administration.  We  held  a  number  of 
piiblir  meetings  in  order  that  we  could 
the  better  get  In  touch  with  the  people 
at  the  \arious  points  where  stops  were 
made,  and  In  every  Instance  the 
itordiallty  of  the  welcome  extended  to 
us  was  unmiatakable.  We  heard  somo 
criticism  of  the  Government's  policy  on 
a  number  of  points,  and  this  we  wel- 
comed, as  we  desired  to  g^t  at  tha 
actual  facts  of  tho  situation,  so  as  to 
better  study  the  requirements  of  the 
country.

There  can  be  no  doubt  also 
that  large  sections  of  the  country  ad- 
jacent to  the  railway  will  be  found  to 
be  rich   In   minerals. 

Tvade  Savalopmant 

"With  the  completion  of  the  Pacific 
Great  Eastern  Kailwaj-.  the  people  of 
the  Coast  cities  will  be  afforded  an  op- 
portunity for  trade  development  which 
Is  at  present  denied  them.  Prince 
Rupert,  on  the  north  croaKt,  and  Van- 
couver and  Victoria,  on  the  south, 
should  become  large  distributing  centres 
for  a  trade  which,  with  tho  develop- 
ment of  the  "New  Interior,"  will  un- 
Muestlonably    assume    huge    proportions. 

"In  my  judgment,  the  Grand  Trunk* 
Pailfic  will  'change  the,  mai)'  of  British 
Columbia  in  respect  to  agricultural  and 
mining  dcvelopmetu.  .Vol  only  will  new 
mineral  area.^  be  made  accessible  for  the 
fii'st  time,  but  In  many  Instances,  not- 
ably in  tlic  case  of  the  Omineca  coun- 
try—where much  profitable  mining  was 
done  in  the  early  days — old  camps  will 
be  given  transportation  facilities  which 
tip  to  this  time  have  boen -non-exlsten'. 
"One  of  the  surprises  which  awaited 
members  of  the  party  who  went  over 
the  route  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
for  the  first  time  was  In  respect  to  th.; 
topographical  features  of  the  surround- 
ing country.  The  popular  Impression  is 
that  the  country  is  mainly  mountainous. 
This  is  quite  erroneous.  The  larger 
portion  of  ff.'hat  may  be  termed  Central 
BrlllBh  Columbia  is  the  reverse  of 
moimtatnoua.  1  recall  that  after  leav- 
ing Fort  Kraser  we  ran  along  for  a  long 
time  through  a  rolling  country  before 
we  saw  In  the  distance  the  Bulkley 
Hills.

The  Attornt-y-Ueiieral  and  MJniBter 
of  L.anclt<i  havt-  returned  from  their  tour 
«.v.T  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  lUUway 
In  this  Province,  profoundly  iinpreniied 
yvlth  tho  magnitude  of  the  work  involv- 
ed In  tho  colonization  of  New  Brttlsh 
Columbia.  To  say  this  is  not  to  sug- 
gt-Bi  that  they  did  not  know  that  tho 
work  to  be  done  .there  was  vvry  exten- 
«lvc',  but  only  that  the  fact  has  been 
brought  homo  t,o  them  more  forcibly 
than  ever  by  what  they  have,  'seen-  ami 
heard  on  the  ground.  It  will  be  ro- 
<:alled  that  Sir  Ulchanl  McUrlde.  In  liis 
n  t<;<pences  to  Better  Terms,  spoke  on 
n'.f.To  than  one  ocoaeion  of  the  necessity 
of  providing  for  great  expondiiurea  in 
the  country  which  the  .NationfJl  Trans- 
c.intinontul  Hallway  will  make  acce.ts- 
ihli:  in  Uritlsh  Coluinhia.  "We  may  bo 
atkod  by  critics  of  the  Government  Why 
Ihi.s  neceasary  work  has  not  already 
been  dono.  In  reply  we  may  say  that 
It  was  not  until  ,thla  year  that  two  of 
tli(.  iTovincial  Alinisters  have  been  alilc 
to  ^i^  wh.it  the  country  1b  like.  Of  It- 
weir  ihl.s  is  not  a  sufficient  answer, 
Imt  what  is  implied  in  it  is  TnOre  than 
sufficient.  Thi:  fact  that  such  a  tour 
has  not  been  possible  until  thia  year 
demonstrates  that  not  until  this  year 
wa.s  the  country  open  to  colonization  in 
any  large  way;  that  not  until  this  year 
ha.s  the  neces.sity  for  a  large  pro- 
gramm<-  of  highway  construction  been 
nctdcd  In  that  part  of  -  the  Province. 
The  time  anticipated  by  Sir  B^lchard  in 
hib  epeechea  on  Better  Terms  has  ar- 
rived, and  Messrs.  Bowser  and  Kohb 
have  been  where  they  couUl  .set-  and 
hear  for  them«elve.s  and  for  Die  in- 
formation of  their  colleagues  the  nature 
of  the  problem,  which  they  all  knew 
would  present  it.self  a.s  soon  as  the  rail- 
way  was  ready   for   traffic. 

But  not  the  construction  qt  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  alone  has  brought- about 
the  nece.s.^lty  for  very  extenelve  high- 
way making.  The  railway.s  brought 
into  existence  throu;ih  the  policy  of  the 
Provincial  administration  will  also 
make  it  obligatory  for  the  Province  to 
build  many  hundreds  of  mllea  Of  high- 
way. This  is  not  a  polltlciil  (lue-ytion. 
No  matter  what  party  or  what  set  ot 
individuals  may  be  In  office,  these  roada 
must  he  provided,  and  tho  expenditure 
will  be  V£ry  large  indeed.  It  may  be 
objected  thfut  Home  of  the  money  cx- 
pcnxled  In  the  older  .setiled  part.s  of  the 
Province  might  have  Ijcen  diverted  to 
the  more  newly  opened  districts.  That 
would,  of  oourse,  have  been  possible, 
but  there  Is  great  doubt  if  it  would 
h&vo  b««n  desirable.  The  oldcf  locall- 
tlcM  aro  entitled  to  conKlderation,  and  It 
was  reasonable  that  the  revenue,  which 
tl.ey  eontrlbuteil,  ifhould  be  expended 
•rtrherc  it  would  do  them  the  greatest 
present  advantage.  The  problems  of 
New  British  Columljia  must  be  eonsid- 
eied  by  themselves  and  not  1>e  too 
closely  Interwoven  with  those  of  tho 
rest  of  the  Province.  The  provision  of 
highways  for  thia  grt;at  undeveloped 
area  is  more  than  a  matter  of  mere  de- 
partmental routliio.  It  is  on  a  ii-tr 
with  the  construction  of  railways.  It 
forms  a  distinct  proposition,  to  be  taken 
hold  of  as  a  matter  of  policy,  ftulte  Ir- 
respective ot  what  may  be  the  needs 
of  the  settled  areaS,  It  will  not  klo  to 
ai'Proach  the  fiuesiion  from  the  stand- 
point of  (lopulatlon  or  of  contributions 
to  the  Provincial  revenue.  It  cannot  bo 
Justly  and  efficiently  dealt  with  1)y  n«- 
Blgnlng  to  it  .wch  moneys  a«  can  be 
spared  after  the  wants  of  the  rest  of 
the  Province  have  beei)  provided  for.  It 
l»  a  great  substantive  proposition,  to  bo 
handled  not  only  with  an  eye  to  the  re- 
fiulrements  of  the, present,  but  with  the 
oh.iect  of  meeting  th*  dehtands  of  tho 
future,  so  far  as  they  can  be  deter- 
mined In  advance.  If  tho  present  Pro- 
vincial Ministry  should  go  out  of  office 
tomorrow,  and  His  Majesty'*  Loyal  Op- 
position should  take  charge,  the  prob-

Should  Mr.  W.  .T.  Bowser  be  succcea- 
ful  In  putting  an  i-nd  to  prolonged  race 
meetings  In  Uritlsh  Columbia,  he  will 
have  done  a  work  of  la^ptlrtg  good  to.  the 
community.  At  pi-esent  under  the 
Miller  Act  two  consecutive  weeks  of 
i-aclng  are  permitted.  Unfortunately  It 
«f>pears  that  it  Is  possihle  to  hold  al- 
most continuous  racing  during  the  .'Sum- 
mer months,  a  condition  which  is  clear- 
ly against  tho  meaning  of  the  act.  It  lit 
unncuessary  to  enter  Into  the  methods 
whereby  such  continuous  jmeeta  are  held, 
for  it  Is  ftuffielent  to  know  that  tho 
Miller  Act  was  designed  to  mltlgnte  the 
evils  attending  horse  racing  and  it.H  ap- 
parently inseparable  vice  of  gambling. 
If  legislation  falls  to  accomplish  the 
ends  for  which  It  tii  designed,  it  is 
necessary  to  amend  It.  Just  now  a  race 
meeting  is  in  progress  at  Mlnoru  Park,, 
near  Vancouver,  which  apparently  It  la 
proposed  to  continue  at  the  discretion  of 
the  promoters.  It  Is  this  condition 
which  has  led  to  Mr.  Bowser's  decision 
to  prevent,  If  possible,  any  future  pro- 
longed  orgies  of  gambling. 

The  Colonist  has  persistently  pointed 
out  the  evils,  which  lengthy  race  inttots 
Introduce  into  a  eommuntty.  TiMy  oon- 
stitute  a  continuous  drain  on  the  finances 
of  a  town.

^^lr, — Mr.  L.  C.  Uattray,  in  iiis  letter 
which  appeared  in  Tho  t^oionist  on  Hiin- 
(lay,  the  12th  In.st.,  says  that  I  am  In- 
accurate when  I  speak  of  Iiidion  rlglits 
anif  thTat  I  ajjBtnrrp  tTit-  TnmanH  arssTi.wp. 
till-  law  of  Canaiia  so  far  as  tlie  taking 
of  tlsli  goes.  I  asi^umed  nothing.  l>ut 
inefuly  referred  to  the  <;lause  whicli  ap- 
pears in  all  the  treaties  made  with  tho 
natives  by  the  late  Sir"  James  Douglas, 
then  Mr.  Douglas,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: "The  condliion  of  or  under- 
standing of  thi.s  sale  Is  this,  that  our 
village  sites  and  enclosed  fields  are  to 
be  kept  for  our  own  use,  for  the  use  of 
our  children  and  fo?  those  who  may 
follow  after  us,  and  the  land  shall  bo 
propertly  surveyed  hereafter.  It  Is 
understood,  however,  that  the  land  it- 
self, with  tl>e«e  small  exceptions,  be- 
comes the  entlVe  property  of  the  white 
people  for  ever;  it  is  also  understood 
that  we  are  at  liberty  to  hunt  over  the 
unoccupied  lands,  and  to  carry  on  our 
fisheries  aa  formerly.  ' 

This  language  seems  plain  enough, 
and  whatever  happens  In  other  pari.s  of 
tho  world  and  whether  It  conlllct.s  witli 
the  law  of  white  people  and  modern 
usage  I  take,  it  that  in  common  honesty' 
and  with  due  regard  to  our  obllgaiiona, 
whether  speclflcally  expressed  in  writ- 
ing or  by  word  of  mouth,  as  was  often 
the  custom  in  early  days,  we  should 
keep  faith  with  the  Indian  population. 

As  to  the  time  of  the  year  that  the 
weirs  were  formerly  put  in  the  river; 
the  state  of  the  water  always  regulated 
It.  .\s  «oon  as  all  danger  of  iheir 
being  carried  away  or  damaged,  they 
were  put  In.  I  do  not  suppose  the  sea- 
nons  have  changed  for  the  special  ac- 
commodation of  the   Indian   poacherjs. 

I  have  been  Informed  that  many  il- 
legal practices  are  being  pursued  by 
the  Indians.  I  have  nothing  to  say  In 
extenuation  of  such  practices,  if  they 
exi.st,  and  should  be  dealt,  with  by  tljo 
proj)er  authoritie.><;  liui  I  do  gay  that  we 
should  keep  faith  with  the  Indians  as 
regards  the  rights  whiclj  h.ive  been 
guaranteed  them— Klat  jnstlcia  ruat 
eoelum  Is  a  well-worn  and  good

ducting experiments  In  early  vegetables 
and  small  fruits  at  Summerland.  Mr. 
.T.  L.  Illlborn  will,  have  charge  of  the 
M-ork.  Which  win  be  conducted  on  his 
property  on  a  co-operative  basis;  iia 
administration  will  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  It.  M.  WInslow.  Provincial 
horticulturist,  as  head  of  the  hortlcul- 
ti  ral   branch. 

The  operation  of  an  experimental  sta- 
'tloM  for  early  vegeublee  and  small 
fruits  In  the  Southern  Okanagan  Is  eon- 
sidered  desirable  because  of  the  excel- 
lent market  for/ these  products.  Already 
a  sufficient  trade  has  i>o«n  developed 
on  the  Prairies  to  justify  greater  px- 
t>«n8ion.  In  addition,  tho  Southern 
Okanagan  will  shortly  have  favorable 
access  to  the  Coast  markets  ly  the 
Kettle   Valley    Railway. 

Mr.  Mllborn  has  agreed  to  do  the  ex- 
perimental work  under  the  supervision 
of  tho  Provincial  hortlcurturlst,  and  as 
the  work  is  to  be  conducted  from  a 
{•ommercial  view  point,  records  will  be 
kept   of   eost   of   production  and   profits. 

Mr.  Hllborn  has  also  agriied  to  re- 
ceive visitors  on  the  grounds  and  In- 
atnict  them  regarding  tho  proin-ess  of 
th,i  work,  and  he  will  also  deliver  ad- 
dresses an<1  give  demonstrations  with 
regard  to  it.  at  different  places,  during 
the    Winter.

claim  to  the  remaining  $50,000;  Die 
company  not  to  IriKlst  upon  the  pro- 
curement of  ea.sements  Into  the  private 
properties,  oxi-ept  that,  in  ca.ses  xvhcro 
an  owner  refuspfi  the  company  necea- 
sary  Aitry  or  compel.s  the  removal  of 
the  .system  already  established,  if  the 
company  cannot  otherwise  arrange  an 
entry  at  the  point  In  juue.xtlon.  the  city 
will  procure  it  for  the  company  under 
the  etatutary  powers.  In  such  ca.ses 
the  company  is  to  pay  one-ciuarter  of 
the  compen.satlon  and  the  clRlmaut's 
cost.s.  if  any,  against  the  city;  the'  olty 
'?_  convey    to    the    company    all    under- 


Kround  conduits  now  installed  In  city 
.'itreets  and  release  the  company  from 
any  claim  for  Installation  of  existing 
conduits  on  Douglas  Street.  between 
Johnson  and  Humboldt  Streets.  As  an 
alternative  arranfjement  the  comnuti.eo 
.Huggested  that  the  company  was  will- 
ing to  cancel  the  agreement,  use  the 
present  pole  system  and  accept  $100.- 
000  as  conipensiition  for  damages.  An- 
other alternative  was  that  Uie  company 
should  accept  $60,000,  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  underground  work  to  date, 
take  over  the  system  and  release  the 
lily  from  all  claims  under  the  agree- 
niciit. 

The  aBii'i'ment  between  the  Telephone 
company  and  the  city  was  approved  by 
the  ratepayers  on  .January  12,  mil.  The 
question  of  the  liability  of  the  city  to 
pay  for  easements  required  to  permit 
of  the  servioe  from  the  street  conduits 
by  way  of  laterals  into  the  centres  of 
adjoining  blocks  is  settled  by  the  pre- 
amble of  the  agreement.  There  It  is 
.stated  that  "whereaH  the  company  has 
agreed  to  remove  its  potes,  cables  and 
wires  from  certain  streets  and  to  place 
them  underground,  and  to  provide  ser- 
vice by  means  of  underground  conduits 
and        poles        In        the        Interior  of 

the  blocks  having  connection  with 
the        conduits        in  said  streets; 

and  whereas.  by  provisions  of 
Section  50.  Sub-Section  IS  (a)  and  18 
(b)  of  the  Municipal  Clauses  Act,  the 
parties  hereto  have  the  right  to  provide 
for  such  work  to  be  done  by  the  com- 
pany ftt  the  expense  and  cost  of  the 
city,"  etc.  .  Further  on  In  the  agreement 
it  is  stipulated  that  while  the  company 
will,  "as  contractors  for  the  city,"  en- 
deavor to  secure  needed  easements, 
.sluiuld  it  not  be  able  to  do  so,  the  city 
will  undertake  to  secure  them  under  Us 
power  contained   in   the  act. 

The  area  set  forth  in  the  agreement 
til  he  "aorved  witli  the  underground 
system  was  .stated  in  the  agreement  to 
be  that  contained  within  the  following 
boundaries;  Wharf,  Humboldt  and 
[>oiiKla»  Streets,  Burdp.ti  .Vvcnue, 
Hlanshard,  Cormorant,  Store  and  John- 
son Streets,  and  also  on  Fort  Street,  i 
from  i:>ouBlii.s  Street  to  Cook  .Street,  anri  I 
on  YateH  Street,  from  Douslas  .Street 
ro  Quadra  Street.  Within  this  area  the 
company  affreed  to  Install  the  under- 
BTOund  system  and  have  it  In  operation 
on  or  liefore  August  30,  1'J12,  and  com- 
pletely remove  Us  polea  and  overhead 
work  "provided  all  such  rlghLs  and 
ea.sements  shall  have  been  obtained  on 
or   before   January  1,    19ii'." 

The  city,  under  the  agreement,  agreed 
to  Issue  rtfty-year.  4  per  cent  debentures 
10  the  amount  of  $100,000,  the  estimated 
co.st  of  the  work,  these  debentures  to  be 
handed  to  the  company  as  It  progressed 
with  the'  woi^  until  $7fi,0(IO  wovth  harl 
been  handed  over.'  The  balance  of 
$:i5.«oo  was  to  ho  handed  o\er  when 
the  city  engineer  could  certify  that  the 
whole  of  the  work  had  been  completed. 
The  $100,000  was  to  l>e  repaid  by  the 
ciimpany  In  annual  amounts  equal  to 
the  charge  upon  the  city  for  Interest 
and  sinking  fund  under  the  debenture 
loan,  and  on  the  completion  of  the  re- 
payment of  the  full  amount,  the  system 
which  in  the  meantime  was  to  r"malii 
the  property  of  the  city,  whs  to  be  con- 
v<'>''ed    to   the  company.  / 

Tlu?  agreement  also  stipulated  that  in 
cases  where  local  improvement-  woiks 
were  carrie<l  out  to  form  a  continuous 
permanent  pavement  from  the  original 
area,  the  company  would  Inntali  the 
underground  street  conduits  and  pay 
rrO  per  lien t  of  the  cost  of  the  local  im- 
lirovement  as  an  owner.  Under  this  ar- 
rangement a  lamre  amount  of  work  out- 
side the  downtown  area  has  been  done.

It 
ia  ttadaratood  that  tt\a  atruetara  will  he 
eoinplatad  in  October,  when  the  (irnt 
aiMjlmeht  of  material  for  use  on  tha 
company's  Island  aysUm  will  reach  here. 

It  was  announced  yesterday  that  the 
first  vessel  carrying  ratla.  etc.,  for  tha 
work  In  this  .district  would  leaye  the 
Kastern  Canadian  seaboard  about  the  be- 
ginning of  August.  Her  passage  should 
'occupy  in  the  nelgh^rhood  of  seventy 
daj's.  which  would  bring  her  to  port 
aboiit  the  time  the  dock,ia  ready  for 
her  reception.  In  this  cargo  there  will 
be  13,000  tons  of  steel.  A  month  later 
another  ship  will  sail  for  Patricia  Bay 
with  a  similar  load.  The  26,000  tons 
will  be  supplies  sufficient  to  complete 
115  miles  of  road,  carrying  the  track- 
layers and  the  ballaster.s  over  the 
Patricia  Bay  branch  into  Victoria  and 
out  of  this  city  on  the  main  line  to  mile- 
age 100. 

According  lo  information  from  Van- 
couver, large  shipments  of  rails  have 
arrived  for  the  uncompleted  sections  of 
the  main  line  west  and  north  of  Kam- 
loops.  They  now  are  on  the  ground  at 
a  base  established  on  the  north  side  of 
tlie  Thompson  River,  near  Kaialoops, 
and  contractors  are  making  arrange- 
menl.«<  to  start  traoklaying  along  the 
river  towards  the  eastern  end  of  steel 
at  an  early  date.  It  is  to  be  proceeded 
with- from  -a«varal .  pointa- «^- onoe,  -  f  r^tn 
the  Yellowhead  end  and  north  and  we.it 
of  Kamloops. 

Rapid  progres."?  is  now  being  made 
with  the  erection  of  tlie  Cisco  bridge, 
at  the  first  crossing  of  the  Fraaer  River, 
a  few  miles  west  of  Lytton.  Pending 
the  completion  of  this  structure,  track 
can  now  be  extended  from  the  eastern 
end  of  steel.  More  than  half  .of  tlio  big 
arch  span  has  been  completed,  and  ar- 
rangements are  now  being  made  by  the 
builders  to  start  on  the  cpan  from  the 
northern  side  of  the  river.  The  neces- 
sary plant,  derricks  and  materials  will 
be  transferred  by  means  of  an  aerial 
cable  system.  The  bn^dge  will  also  cross 
the  C.  P.  R.  tracks  at  Cisco,  the  struc- 
ture being  built  on  a  high  level. 

Grading  on  the  sections  north  of 
Blue  River,  on  the  Kamloops-Albreda 
Summit  portion  of  the  C.  N.  P.  R.  is 
now  nearly  finished,  and  steel-laying 
will  be  proceeded  with  at  once  from  the 
eastern  end  of  construction,  it  is  an- 
nounced.

This  is  the  prtlty  name  that  the 
poor  people  of  the  London  slums  gavu 
many  \far.s  nco  to  the  lltUo  dauKhter 
of  General  Booth,  and  though  since 
that  timjs  ahe  has  spent  most  of  her 
life  in  oonlact  with  evil  and  poverty 
and  Kufferlng,  It  is  the  name  whU'h 
tho.se  who  know  her  bust  feel  to  be 
motit    appropriate    today. 

Ill  The  l>ondon  Chronlclp,  Harold  Bvx- 
bic  givc«  an  account  of  h«r  work  In 
the  United  State.s,  ijuoting  the  word.s  of 
this  most  persevering  and  faithful 
of    .sOLlal    reformers 

The  pictures  she  draws  are  very  ter- 
rible, and  ijhould  cause  the  people  of 
Canada  who  seek  to  build  up  great 
cities  lo  take  every  precaution  to  avoid 
the  mistakes  which  their  neJKhl)or«  liav* 
madi-.  .\lroady  there  are  slums  in  manv 
of  mir  cities,  and  it  Is  no  ea.^j-  ta.^k 
to  remove  them  or  to  prevent  their 
srowili.  De.scriblng  the  immon.se  cities 
o)  the  L'jiiled  States  and  the  strusrgli* 
for  existence  there  as  contrasted  with 
tho«e  of  Great  Britain.  Miss  Booth 
sayK: 

"Vou  literally  feel  the  sense  of  num- 
bars.  Wherever  you  go  In  American 
i-itlcs  you  are  gon.soious  of  these  mil- 
lions »*truKSling  to  cKlst.  Then  there 
i.s  I  he  ijuestton  of  climatic  o-ttrcmoe. 
Vou  have  no  Idea  what  heat  mean.-j 
till  you  live  lu  Ameilcan  slums  dur- 
ing a  heat  wave.  That  heat  tlrlvvs 
peoi]lc  mad— if  not  In  mind.  In  spirit; 
they  are  maddened  In  spirit  without 
losing  their  reason.  Oh,  It  is  dreadful, 
the  heal;  among  the  dense  masses  of 
the  •.slums.  And  in  Winter,  down  goes 
the  thi.rmomt'ter.  starving  people  drop 
dead  of  cold — killed  by  <-old,  not  of 
l-.unger.  Then  there  Is  another  Kreat 
difference,  the  foreign  element.  We  gf^t 
li.  our  slums  over  there  the  knife  pef- 
pli?.  I>o  you  know  what  I  mean? — 
tho.se  races  from  Kuropo  who  carry  a 
knife  and  use  it  in  argument — lawless, 
oa«sionate,  violent  people.  Thl.s  means 
that  our  .slums  are  more  dramatic  than 
yours.  In  Ungland  misery  I.s  depressed. 
In  America  its  blood  la  up.  You  never 
get  one  grneral  atmo.«iphere,  oven  a.s 
you  nfiver  set  one  general  language.  To 
visit  a  slum  In  America  Is  to  c(une 
Into  contact  ■v>llh  the  pas«ion.<(  and 
vehemence  of  thi-  whole  world.  It  is 
extraordinarily  ititeresling,  amazln^'ly 
vital,  however  sad  and  dreadful.  One 
cannot  lose  heart  In  the  slums  of  ,\mer- 
Jca.      It    Is    a    fight    for    life." 

Miss  Knuth  goes  on  to  lell  UB  that: 
"The  poverty  is  appalling.  You  ought 
to  sec  the  bread-lines  over  there;  ifrt 
a  sight  never  to  be  forgotten.  We  ha-vc 
•-mergency  relief  depots  all  ov^r  the 
stales.  How  many  people,  do  you  sup- 
pose, sleep  ever.v  night  In  what  we  call 
our  Poor  .Men's  Hotel.  «hat  you  call 
here  Salvation  Army  Shclter.M?  Heven- 
toen  thousand!  Every  night  we  take 
iiare  of  17,000  men  who  would  be  other- 
wise  sleeping  In  bridge  recesscA  or  with 
their  heads  under  carts.  One  of  these 
hotels,  a  memorial  to.  my  dear  father, 
holdn  670  beds.  ' 

"Poverty  In  America  Is  very  severe. 
>«'0thlng,  you  see.  Is  cheap.  The  most 
common  neccAsarlea  of  life  are  dear, 
vnry  dear.  And  tlie  Immlgrantu  pour  In 
Irom  every  country  of  the  worlo,  bring- 
ing frc«h  penury  and  nevv  deatltutlon 
to  Kwell  the  terrible  sum  of  the  old. 
Life  is  a  stniggle  over  there  for  many, 
many  thousands  of  people — a  frightftU 
struggle.  Then  the  children  of  the 
poor.  Oh!  how  ,t9*y  suffer.  In  twelve 
months  we  played  with,  fed,  dressed, 
washed.  kls«ed.  and  cuddled  42,0()Q  of 
thei>e  noor  babes.  The  ghaatly,  ghast- 
ly suffering!  Wo  found  a  J)abi»  once, 
two  or  three  years  old,  In  a  enloken- 
ooofi  In  a  cellar;  for  nearly  three  weeks 
afterward  It  never  uttered  a  vound, 
not  even  an  Ur:  Iti  food  had  to  be 
thrown  to  It  on  the  ground  Wfore  It 
-would  eat:  when  any  of  ua  enterod  lu 
room  It  would  «et  behind  thlnyn — be- 
hind a  chair,  a  aofa,  or  uhdor  a  tat>lG; 
the  doctor*  told  ua  Its  raoaan  was 
fatally  damaned.  No!  That  oMI«  ta 
DOW  a  bonnle,  lauching,  blu*>«)r«d  laaa.

Earllah   Women  Worker* 

A  ^rcal  deal  Is  lieing  said  In  the  news- 
papers on  both  sides  of  the  ocean  in 
those  days  of  tiie  haidshlps  suffered 
b.v  gcntl'ewomen  who  come  to  I'anada. 
Tliere  is  much  exaggeration  in  many  of 
these  stories.  It  is.  doubtless,  in  some 
cases  unconscious,  but  this  does  not  pre- 
vent it  from  doing  much  liarm.  as  false- 
hood always  docs. 

The  misrepresentation  began  In  many 
eases  with  the  transportation  compan- 
ies and  immigration  agents,  '  who. 
anxious  to  get  a  very  desirable  class  of 
jia.'i.scnger.'j,  exaggerated  the  attractions 
^t  -  Canadian  -iiXa— and—  Uia-.  aiuousil  at 
money  to  be  earned,  in  spite  of  this, 
juany  ladles  havo  succeeded  in  making 
liappy  homes  for  themselves  aa  long  as 
they  were  compelled  to  earn  their  own 
living,  «nd  liave  married  well.  Others, 
K's.s  adaptable  and  Icmk  compelent,  have 
"miserably  failed,  and  are  ready  to  Judge 
\  ery  harshly  of  those  witli  whom  they 
were  associated   In    this  new  country. 

The  truth  Is  that  human  nature  is 
very  much  the  same  all  the  world  over. 
Household  work  is  not  suited  to  the 
woman  who  has  been  accustomed  to  be 
waited  on  herself.  It  Is  very  hard  for 
anyone  to  take  orders  from  au  employer 
whom  she  feels  to  bo  her  inferior  social- 
ly and  Intellectually.  That  this  must 
sometimes  happen  in  a  country  where 
people  rise  rapidly  to  comparative 
wealth  should  Iiave  been  foreseen.  Yet, 
the  great  majority  of  people  who  have 
come  to  Canada  have  bettered  their 
position,  and  real  ladles  have  discov- 
ered that  at  heart  their  emplo.vcrs  were 
kind  and  appreciated  their  efforts  to 
please  them. 

It  cannot,  howcxor.  lie  denied  that 
there  1»  much  hard  and  unpleasant  work 
to  be  done  in  every  liouschold.  There 
must  be  a  distinction  between  employer 
and  employed,  and  the  young  woman 
who  does  not  recogniztj^  this  should  stay 
at  home  or  seek  another  field  of  em- 
plo.vnient  than  that  of  household  ser- 
vice. 

Must  Canadian  women  have  learned  to 
work  from  childhood,  and  they  are, 
naturally,  not  very  tolerant  of  in- 
efficiency, and,  perhaps,  not  aa  sytr- 
pBtlicilc  i\n  they  should  be  with  Iho.-it) 
who  fall  for  want  of  physical  strength. 
A  plea  for  more  kindness  and  gentle- 
ness on  the  part  of  those  who  employ 
young  girls,  whatever  ttudr  nationality, 
may  lie  needed.  But,  on  the  whole, 
Canadian  women  have  kind  hearts,  ind 
rarely  place  the  greatest  burden  on  th-dr 
asslstant.s. 

This  <ounti-,\  \»  undoubtedly,  esi}e<dal- 
ly  in  country  place."*,  larking  in  some  of 
the  refinements  and  conveniences  of  an 
older  chilizatlon,  but  to  the  woman  who 
know.s  wlwt  is  due  to  herself  and  to 
others,  Canadians  will  prove  kind 
fricntls  and  staunch  protectors.

The  Japanese  Government  has  defi- 
nitely decided  iiot  to  Introduce  the  Ocean 
JSflXiSallfin_auhs.ldj:  .&!L1_  l>n tjl. ^e  nex t 
ses.sion  of  Parliament,  with  the  result 
that  the  award  of  the  proposed  Panama 
subsidy  will  hang  lire  until  the  Fall. 
News  to  this  effect  was  brought  by  the 
Nippon  VHisen  Kal»ha  liner  Yokohania 
Maru,  which  reached  port  yesterday 
from   the   Orient. 

The  authorities  do  not  recognize  the 
renewal  of  the  subsidy  contracts  so 
urgent  as  to  warrant  the  rushing  uf 
this   bill   into  the  extraordinary  session. 

This  measure  will  bo  taken  up  at 
the  next  ordlnaiy  sefislon,  but  In  view 
of  the  Importance  of  the  bill  It  will  bo 
Introduced  as  the  first  of  the  bills  im- 
mediately upon  the  opening  of  the 
Japanese   Parliarhenl. 

There  Is  hardly  any  doubt  but  that 
the  Nippon  Yusen  Kalsha  will  be  award- 
ed the  Panama  subsidy,  but  il  is  quite 
possible  that  considerable  changes  will 
be  made  In  regard  to  the  ports  of  call 
ami  the  frequency  of  the  sailings  of  the 
proposed  Panama  service. 

According  to  Captain  Machlda,  master 
of  the  Yokohama  Maru,  the  N.  Y.  K. 
line  is  completing  a  number  of  large 
steamers  in  Japanese  yards.  Some  of 
these  will  be  operated  In  the  proposed 
Panama  service,  and  will  ^augment  the 
vessels  at  present  engaged  in  the  trans- 
paclfJc  trade. 

So  far  as  concerns  the  Japanese  ship- 
ping subventions  in  the  present  budget- 
ary year,  it  appears  from  the  ofhcial 
material  which  is  at  prnsein.  available 
that  the  contracts  between  the  Japanese 
Government  and  the  different  steamship 
companies  have  currency  until  March, 
1015.

The  arrival  of  the  Canada  Cape  Is  sig- 
nificant, as  It  marks  an  important  de- 
velopment in  connection  with  the  Unlo^n 
Company's  cargo  service  betwt'*!!  Aus- 
tralasia and  the  North  Pacific  Coast. 

During  the  past  nine  months  the  com- 
pany has  dispatched  several  steamers 
from  .\uatralian  ports,  but  it  was  re- 
cently announced  lliut  they  intended  to 
operate  regular  sailings,  and,  providing 
tlie  trade  warranted  it,  to  establish  a. 
monthly  schedule.

These 
shir>s  will  represent  the^  latest  ui.t-M  in 
refi-lgeralor   cargo   steamers. 

It  is  interesting  to  mention  that  the 
Union  .Steamship  Company  of  New  i^ea- 
land  lias  been  associated  with  the 
Pacific   trade   for  about  thirty   years. 

Jn  the  first  place,  there  was  the  San 
I'rancisco  service,'  from  which  the  com- 
pany waa  forced  to  withdraw  when  the

Tri'e"aTVove'~was    the   brief  summary   of 
the  voyag'e  from   the  Orient  of  the  Nip- 
pon yiisen  Kalsha  liner  Yokohama  Maru, 
a«    told    by    Captain    Machlda,    master    of 
the  Japanese  craft. 

The  Yokohama  Maru  reached  port  at 
]1;30  am.  yesterday  after  an  average 
passage  of  fifteen  days  from  Yokohama, 
and,  apart  from  occasional  fogs,  en- 
countered in  mid-Pacific  and  later  on 
when  steaming  up  the  Straits  hf  Juan 
de  Puca,  the  weather  throughout  was 
perfect.  l.,eaving  Yokohama  at  4  p.m. 
on  July  1,  the  Japanese  liner  steamed 
%  la  the  Great  Circle  route,  skirting  tlie 
Aleutian  Islands,  and  by  8: to  p.m.  on 
Tuesday  Cape  Beale  was  picked  up. 
Just  prior  to  entering  the  .Straits  the 
Yoltohama  Maru  was  passed  by  the  out- 
bound Japanese  steamship  Sado  Maru, 
which  reported  "all  well."  Shortly  after 
midnight  the  Yokohama  .Maru  poked 
her  nose  Inside  at  Capt  Flattery,  but, 
owing  to  fog,  she  was  ten  hours  in  mak- 
ing the  final  run  to  port. 

After  the  vessel  liad  passed  in  at 
Tatoosh,  fog  shut  down  on  the  steamer, 
and  the  officer."*  on  the  navigating 
bridge  were  compelled  to  proceed  with 
extreme  cautlor\.  No  cliance.s  are  taken 
by  Japanese  navigators  in  running  a 
.ship  ashore  diiring  a  fog.  By  the  time 
the  Yokohama  was  nearing  Race  Rocks 
tlie  fog  l>anks  became  so  dense  that 
she  was  hove-to  for  three  hours,  and  it 
was  10  a.m.  before  the  ship  rounded  the 
lighthouse  and  was  headed  for  the  Wil- 
liam  Head   quarantine   station. 

The  Yokohama  Maru  brought  in  four 
cabin  and  twenty-eight  Japanese  steer- 
age passenger.s  for  NT^ctoria  and  twenty- 
two  cabin  and  sixty-five  steerage  for 
Seattle.  The  flrst-claaa  passengers  dis- 
embarking here  were  Dr.  and  Mrs.  H. 
Hayem   and   Dr.   and   Mrs.    F.   P.   Purvis. 

,\n  usually  heavy  cargo  filled  the 
liner's  holds,  there  being  5.000  measure-, 
ment  tons  for  Seattle  arrd  Tacoma  and 
300   tons  for  Victoria. 

During  the  passage  ofv  the  Yokohama 
Maru  through  the  Inland  Sea.  one  of  the 
Japanese  quartermasters  was  precipi- 
tated into  the  swirling  waters  off 
Yokkalchi.  and.  although  a  boat  was 
lowei'cd  In  an  effort  to  save  him,  tlie 
tiuarterma.ster  was'never  seen  again.  It 
is  claimed  on  the  Yokohama  Maru  that 
he  was  seized  by  sharks,  as  numbers 
were  seen  In  the  vicinity  by  the  crew 
of  the  rescue  boat.

Now, 
It  I.S  obvious  that  a  man  who  makes  his 
business  sport  becomes  a  great  deal 
more  expert  than  one  who  is  a  mere 
dabbler  for  amusement.  It  was  not  fair 
to  match  the  two  classes,  hence  the 
drawing  of  the  line — one  who  makes  hia 
livelihood  as  oppcseil  tn  a  mere  ilille- 
tanle.  Object,  the  promotion  of  even 
competition. 

"The     disllnction     Is   of     comparative 
modern  growtli.     In  ancient  Greece  there 
were    no   professionals — the   honor   belnij 
held    sufflclent    recompense.      t'nder    the 
Roman    Empire    the    only    profeselot^als 
were  the  gladiators  or  the  arena,  slaves 
who     were      the   conquests     of     foreign 
provinces.      In    the    Anglo-Saxon    period 
we  hear  of  no  professionals,  the  pi-Incl- 
pal    sport    of    that    time    being,    besides 
fighting,    if    we   may    believe    the   hlstorr 
lans.    eating  and    drinking.      The   profes- 
sionals at  these  amusements,  of  course, 
as   is  still   the  case  with   iia.   haO  no  ad- 
vantage over  the  amateurs.
